Mary Burk* was found with two 
horrible gashes in her throat, either of 
I which would probably have proved fa­ 
tal. 
Hhe was 72 years old and had been 
In feeble condition since 
the 
tragic 
death of her husband who was killed 
about two years sgo. 
The decea*«*d had evidently worried 
over the affair, and had determined 
to end her troubles by taking her own 
life. 
Hhe used a razor and after her 
first attempt to kill herself had put 
the razor hack in the case, which was 
bloody. 
Hhe took it out the second 
time and severed the jugular vein, 
throwing the razor on the floor. Mrs. 
RIordan and her husltsnd were sleep­ 
ing In the yard and only heard a faint 
sound, but not supposing it anything 
serious had gotten up and were going 
about their morning work. 
When 
Mrs. R lord an went to her mother’s 
room, as was her usual custom, she 
was bnrlfied to find the latter cold In 
death from the infliction of the wounds 
a* above described. 
Hhe was lying 
against the foot of the l*ed, almost In a 
sitting posture, with blood 
on 
the 
floor and walls of room. Hhe had been 
careful, even In the agonies of death, 
to keep from soiling the l*ed. 
Mr. Klordan. who wi* feeding hia 
stock, heard his wife’s screams and 
ran to the house. 
leaving her there 
alone, he hnrried to a phone two miles 
away, and called a physician from Co­ 
manche, and notified relatives 
and 
, friend* who came at once, 
i 
The funeral took place Tuesday af­ 
ternoon at Shiloh, Dr. C. C. Klingman 
assisted by Rev. J. A. Black holding 
the funeral service. 
Mary Browning I*asaetter waa born 
In Sbott county, Mississippi, February 
4, 1849. Hhe, with her father came to 
Hill county, Texas, in IS«» and to Co­ 
manche county in 1872. 
On Kept. 12. 
1*73, «he was married 
to Jesse R. 
Burks and to them were born seven 
children, two of them dying In Infancy. 
Eire of them married and of the num­ 
ber four attended the funeral nt Shi­ 
loh 
She joined the Christian church 
in IKttfl 
She was loved by all who knew her. 
She was kind, hospitable and very en­ 
tertaining as nhe kept posted on all 
current event* and held a store of many 
interesting past experiences. 
She bad 
been living at the *aine place for forty- 
five years, until the death of her hua- 
hnnd, since which time she has Is'en 
living with her daughter. 
Hhe was a 
loving mother and all who had en­ 
joyed the privilege of knowing and 
l*eing with her have 
only 
pleasant 
memories of the hours spent in her 
<*ompsny. 
Hhe was a constant student 
of the scriptures and her faith In a 
personal Savior was strong and stead­ 
fast. 
It was the sorrows and tron- 
blea of the two past years that had 
weighed upon her until her mind waa 
affected and she was led to commit 
the rash deed that ended her life. The 
sorrowing daughter and others near 
and dear to this good woman have the 
sincere

friends. 


DYNAMITEUR GO FREE 
“NOT GLTLfY“ SAYS JURY 


The celebrated “dynamiting cases” 
were called for trial in the county 
court Monday. C. B. Guyger and W. J. 
Briscoe were each tried on a complaint 
for violating the law against dynamit­ 
ing fish. 
In each case the defense 
claimed immunity from prosecution on 
account of the defendants having teati- 
fled before the grand Jury, of which 
Mr. Guyger waa a member, the grand 
jury having failed to return an Indict­ 
ment. The Jury in each case returned 
a verdict of “not guilty.” 
There were 17 other cases pending, 
which were promptly dismissed, the 
county attorney stating in his motion 
for dismissal that he would not pros­ 
ecute the others since the two men­ 
tioned had been acquitted. 
The high standing of the men in the 
<*ommun!ty, and the fact that a jail 
sentence was imposed under the law 
for its violation, caused much interest 
to attach to these cases and the out­ 
come has been watched with Interest 
by people all over the county.

I am surpriaed at the first 
sentence In your editorial, for you a y 
“The writer beam men every day adk» 
log the question, where are the h ito 
ere that were educated at A. A M. CM* 
lege.” This is a traditional qunatleu 
that men who ware not la aympathy 
with agricultural oducation hare beta 
asking for forty years, but I thought 
j this question had about coased to bo 
¡•Wed in Gila elate. But If there If» 
I those who are atm concerns« about 
this question, I think it tapertant en­ 
ough to have the question answered 
definitely. I am, therefore, mqmtetag 
the Dean of Agriculture to propane aa 
official etatement concerning the hen* 
I deeds of men who hare gone oat fTem 
tikis institution to farms and irairhmt 
to agricultural demonstration wort, 
and to hundreds of other positions con­ 
nected with agriculture. 
When this 
statement la available, a copy win be 
sent to yon. 
I concur in the sentiment yon ex­ 
press that the state’s institutions of 
j higher learning should give a good ac­ 
count of themselves. 
I believe that 
they should he Judged by their w alk . 
Speaking for the A. k M. CdMge, I 
am more than willing for the 
pay­ 
ers of Texas to appraise its work ea 
the basis of Its contribution to the an* 
terlal welfare of this state, and to mea- 
sure its appropriations by ths results 
obtained. I am of the opinion that If 
this yard stick is applied subsequent 
legislatures of Texas win deal mere 
generously with the institution than 
legislatures to toe peat hare done. 
I am glad to learn that you are ate* 
flcfently interested In the work of to» 
A. it M. College to raise this question 
and I am sure you will be glad to gfye 
publicity in your peper to this brief 
letter as my comment on your editor* 
ial.

2.—Hlgnatnre of 
a treaty with the United Staten pi*, 
llmlnary to recognition of the Mexi­ 
can government by that country lo op­ 
posed t»y President Obregon. 
In hla 
message to the new Mexican congress, 
read last night before the tower house, 
the president took the position that 
such a treaty was "neither possible, 
convenient, nor necessary, and Is con­ 
trary to Mexican constitutional pre­ 
cepts, as it would create special priv- 
I lieges for Americans," 
. 
This statem ent was loudly applanded 
by the members of the house and by ^ 
spectators. 
lteeognition of the Mexican govern*’ 
ment by W ashington has 
long been 
delayed because of the refusal of Pres­ 
ident Obregon to negotiate first 
a 
treaty of com merer and amity. 
The president's message was volum­ 
inous and discussed the affairs of all 
departm ents of the government. 
H e ! 
declared the country had been pacified 
and that the national finances were in 
good condition. 
President Obregon enumerated 
In 
his message the governments which 
have extended recognition to Mexico 
He named Argentina, Brazil, Bolivia, 
Colombia, Costa Hica, Chile, Salvador, 
Ecuador, Guatemala, Honduras, Nica­ 
ragua, Panam a. Uruguay, Paraguay, 
Holland, Italy, Sweden, Chino and J a ­ 
pan.
